THREE THOUSAND YEARS OLD 


Excavations Have Revealed Ancient 


Structure on Site of Prehis- 


toric Tiryns. 


Excavations recently carried out by 


. the German Archaeological institute 


on tho site of prehistoric Tiryns have 
revealed the existence of a still more 
ancient palace lying beneath the re- 
mains of the palace laid bare by Elehlie- 
mana and Dropfeld some thirty years 
ago. 


The whole elevation on which the 


fortress-palace stands was thickly in- 
habited at least as far back as 2000. 
B. C. Among the early inhabitants 
now discovered is a large circular 
building about fourteen meters in.di- 
ameter, which may be recognized as 
the most ancient palace of the dynasty 
of Tiryns. This structure, .which was 
built before 1500 B. C., differs com- 
pletely In design from the later build- 
ing.

Cost of Killing in War; 


The cost of killing in modern war- 


fare is rather high—about $15,000 
to kill a man. 
In the Boer war it 


cost $40,000 to kill a man, and in the 
Balkan war $10,000 to kill a man. 
In the Canal zone, Col. Gorgas spent 
J2.4.J to save a life. 
Sanitation in 


the Canal zone costs only 5 per cent 
of the expense of building the canal. 
It i= cheaper to save life than to de- 
stroy it. ' Col. ..Gorgas saved 6,130 
lives by spending the average cost of 
killing one man in waV—$15,000. The 
average cost of killing 6,130 men in 
war is $30,650,000. And after they 
are killed there are no assets to show 
for the money spent.—San Francisco 
Star.

to let it go to ruin and build a new 
one. 
Many new roads are be'ng con- 


structed in Wisconsin this year at a 
very heavy expense, but unless close 
constant attention in maintenance 
is forthcoming these new roads -will 
go to pieces, within two or three years 
and the money put in_,their construc- 
tion be wasted.

Let us assume that the dietary' 


standard advocated by recent physio- 
logists and physiological chemists is 
correct, and that the adult requires 
but about threel-fourths of an ouuc^ 
of proteid material daily." Confu- 
sion arises in the housekeeper's mind 
right here, because it is natural that 
she" should think that if proteid is.re- 
presented by lean, of meat, eggs, 
cheese, fish and milk; only three- 
fourths of an ounce of any one of 
tiiese things needs to be eaten.. This 
is not so, because it requires consid- 
erable quantities of certain foods to 
yield that amount of proteid. 
It 


should be plain that a quart of milt 
weighing a little over two pounds, 
w'th its large proportion of water, 
could not yield anywhere 'near as 
much proteid to the pound as cheese, 
with its small proportion of water. 
Milk, although a perfect, is not a con- 
centrated food; while nuts are not a 
perfect, but a most concentrated form 
of nourishment. 


Meat (this is a fair average) con- 


tains some 18 per cent of proteid, 
hence three-fourths of. a pound will 
be needed to y'eld three-fourths of 
an ounce. It is this arithmetical cal- 
culation which staggers the house- 
wife, wholly unaccustomed to com- 
puting any ,figures but those needed 
to supply the family with sufficient 
meat and potato to satisfy their de- 
mands 
or 
appetites. — Woman's

Japs Will Localize War. 


Washington, Aug. 25.—"Japan has 


officially notified the -United States 
that she will confine her activities m 
the war situation to the far east," said 
Secretary of State Bryan on Monday, 


now the political interest of 


the United States in the world war 
•will be concentrated on the 
move- 


ments of Japan in China and Pacific 
waters. Although the administration 
has faith in the assurances of Japan s 
intention to localize the conflict, it is 
realized that exigencies may arise 
which will broaden Japan's activities 
to an extent that will be extremely dis- 
tasteful to this country. 


The position of the United States 


as set forth in Secretary Bryan's note 
of three days ago has met with the 
approval of Japan. In that communi- 
cation the United States "noted with 
satisfaction" that Japan promises to 
maintain the integrity of China, that 
Japan sought no additional territory 
and had pledged herself in pursuance 
of the Anglo-Japanese alliance to the 
maintenance of the principle of the 
"open door" in China and equal op- 
portunity for the commercial inter- 
ests of all powers.

by the British fleet, which is supposed

Tokio, Aug. 24.—The imperial re-

The German principle, 


according to this authority, is to at- 
tack all the time in superior strength 
and always to "overlap." 
In other 


words, the Germane, said General 
Bernhardi, when the war with France 
came, would hurl themselves with ir- 
resistible force against certain points 
In the French line of defense and at 
the same time outflank the enemy on 
the north and south. 


Allies Watch Flank Moves. 


The allies are especially vigilant In 


watching for these outflanking or .en- 
veloping movements. They have every 
conSdence that their center of defense 
is proof against any assault however 
formidable. The allies expect to stand 
firm against the invaders, permitting 
them to break wave on wave against 
the line of forts, guns, rifles and moun- 
tains until they are seriously shattered 
and wasted and until the Russians de- 
mand attention on the east. 


Then the defensive armies expect to 


issue from their trenches, earthworks 
and mountain covers and take the 
offensive. The object of this offensive 
wilt be to seize sufficient territory to 
compel the Germans, hard pressed as 
they are expected to be by the Rus- 
sians, to conclude a peace which will 
be regarded by the democratic nations

bread and cigars to them.

tives were not given time to catch 
the gifts, but were ruthlessly hurried 
on by the German soldiers. We Amer- 
icans sympathized heartily with the 
Belgians. 
Persons who had escaped 


from Liege told us that the Germans 
had taken three forts, caused a small 
fire in the city and capture*3,500 pris- 
oners. 
Citizens Shot at Liege. 


"August 14 a party consisting of two 


other Americans, myself and two Eng- 
lishmen and a Frenchman 
obtained 


from the German commandant passes 
to return to Herbesthal on the way to 
Aix la Chapelle.
